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Will the great Kosmina emerge in time 


My recent visit to 
Barton Park in 
Sydney to watch 
Wollongong City play 
Sydney City enable 
me to have my first 
look at John Kos- 
mina since his return 
from overseas. 


Kosmina is all pedigree. 

I watched the game in the 
company of the national 
director of coaching, Eric 
Worthington and observed to 
him that Kosmina was a class 
above the other players. 

“Yes, he’s a class player,” 
agreed worthington. 

In the game Kosmina 
showed excellent vision and 
general awareness. These are 
not qualities possessed in 
abundance by players in 
Australia, especially strikers. 

Strikers usually are under 
pressure when involved on the 
ball which allows them less 
time than other players to get 
their heads up to take-in the 
situation around them. 

Even under pressure Kos- 
mina was able to get his head 
up, which helped him whether 
dribbling, screening, shooting 
or passing — all of which he 
does well. 

I made the point to Worth- 
ington that judgement of 
which skill to use was the key 
element in the make-up of a 
player. 

He agreed and said that 
players in divisions lower than 
the Philips league generally 
were not that much technical- 
ly inferior to the players in the 
top league. 

“Its theri judgment of when 
and where to use the skills that 
counts,” he said. 

Vision — the ability to be 
able to see what is happening 
around you while you are play- 
ing — is the key factor in the 
ability to chose the right skill 
to use at the right time. 


John Stoddart, former Ca- 
nberra player and current star 
with NSW’s Melita Eagles, isa 
classic example of a player 
who has improved as his vision 
improved. 


I coached him at St. George 
in his mid-20’s when he was a 
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great dribbler who always had 
his head down and invariably 
used the wrong skill at the 
wrong time. 


If a short pass was required 
he would hit it long. If a full 
back was without cover and a 
dribble was called for he 
would pass, yet if the full back 
was well covered by another 
defender Stoddart would at- 
tempt to beat them both and 
invariably fail. 


Nowadays a wiser Stoddart 
plays with his head up and is a 
great midfield playmaker who 
starred for NSW _ against 
Dinamo Zagreb earlier this 
season.

Now he gives good early 
passes and generally uses his 
wide range of talents to their 
best advantage. 

Unfortunately he is now 33 
and nearly finished with the 
game as a player. 


This is the experience of so 
many players. They develop 
vision and other Soccer know- 
ledge far too late in their 
careers and have too little 
time to exploit it. 


Kosmina, however, is only 
24 and has six years ahead of 
himself a top striker. The 
moves well ‘‘off’’ a defender to 
receive the ball to feet. 


He also shows good timing 

4 when he makes diagonal runs 
to the wings — another asset 
springing from his wide vision. 
He is composed in posses- 
sion, is prepared to be buffeted 






and knocked about to keep pos- 
session, has a good shot in 
each foot, passes well (as one 
would expect of a player who 
plays with his head up) and is 
fairly nippy off the mark. 

At about 5ft.10in. tall he is 
not ‘devastating in the air, but 
is as very competent. 

In fact Kosmina has all the 
physical and eae quali- 
ties to make him a truly out- 
standing striker. 

It led me to say to him sev- 
eral years ago: 

“You should try to become 
the Don Bradman of Austral- 
ian soccer.” F 

He has not done so, nor has 
he come close to doing so. 
Indeed he failed overseas and 
since his return to Australia 
can be classed as a virtual fail- 
ure when you look at the man’s 
ability. 

In the company of the classy 
Sydney City this ability is be- 
ginning to show out anew, yet 
he still remains a player who 
does not make the impact he 
Should.

It’s just sour grapes 


There’s a great deal of rubbish being written and spoken 
about Rale Rasic and his Blacktown team in recent weeks. 


Some of this garbage is un- 
believable and it is coming 
from people within the game 
who should know better. 

Rasic and his Blacktown 
team are being maligned for 
their defensive play and suppo- 
sedly negative tactics. 

Some of the critics are 
claiming that this type of play 
is bad for the game. 

What a load of old cod’s 
wallop! 

And, before I give my rea- 
sons, let me make it very plain 
that I’m not defending Rale 
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Rasic or his team — he’s big 
enough and well enough 
equipped to defend and take 
care of himself. 


But in the name of fair play 
and common sense, this ever 
growing criticism of Rasic and 
his team surely must stop. 

Look at the situation — 
Blacktown is in the relegation 
zone and in the process of 
team building. 

They have just secured a 
mammoth sponsorship and in 
fact, the future looks very 
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bright for this club — provided 
they stay in the PSL. 

As coach of this club it is 
Rale Rasic’s job to ensure 
they do stay in the PSL. 

So in such a_ situation, 
what’s he supposed to do? Go 
out and use all out attacking 
methods, throw caution and 
good sense to the wind and put 
the future of the club in jeop- 
ardy? 

Not on your life! In such a 
situation he’s got to adopt the 
same approach as any coach 
worth his salt would adopt — 
get out of trouble and keep 
your team in the PSL. 

Anybody who suggests that 
these back-to-the-wall, nega- 
tive tactics are spoiling the 
game must have rocks in their 
heads. 

Sure, Sydney City and Adel- 
aide City griped about the way 
Blacktown played in their last 
two games. 

Why wouldn’t they — Black- 
town took three points off 
these two teams which are 
going for PSL honors. 

Had they beaten Blacktown 
there would have been no moa- 
ning. For me this is just a pure 
case of sour grapes. 

The fact is — when you have 
promotion and relegation in a 
competition, anywhere in the 
world, you are going to have 
teams fighting for their lives. 

When this happens, any 
teams in trouble at the foot of 
the competition must adopt 
the percentage game and play 
their way out of bother, 

Rale Rasic and his Black- 
town team are doing just this, 
and doing it very well, thank 


you. 

If this type of football is 
frowned upon, then the answer 
must be — do away with 
promotion and relegation, 

Surely you don’t have to be 
an Einstein to work that out. 
All right, some people may say 
but look at Sydney Olympic 
and their all-out attacking 
Style. 

Terrific, but let's face it, if 
Olympic don’t change their at- 
titude and tighten their 


defence very quickly and start 
getting some points, they will 
be in awful trouble. 

And to be perfectly honest, 
Olympic looks a bigger relega- 
tion candidate than Black- 
town.

Parker keen 
to give 
PSL a go

Tasmanian State 
League defenders can 
relax. But only for a few 
weeks. lan Parker, 22, 
Brighton-ICL’s sharp- 
shooting left winger 
from Middlesbrough will 
be out of action for that 
time. 

Parker, third highest 
scorer in the State League 
with 11 goals, broke his 


collar-bone while playing for’ 


a/‘Rest of the World’ team 
against Tasmania recently. 

It was an unfortunate 
injury and one that removed 
a talented player from the 
State League scene. 

Brighton has been lucky 
that some of its recent 
games have been postponed 
because of water-logged 
grounds. 

Parker is a key player in 
the side and when he’s not 
scoring goals himself he’s 
setting them up for others. 

Somewhat shy and reti- 
cent off the field, on it he 
becomes a commanding 
figure with poise, speed and 
abundant skill. Drifting in 
from the touch-line he takes 
on defenders, beating them 
easily with a rapid change of 
direction or pace. He is one 
of those players of whom it 
can truly be said that he 
always does something 
useful with the ball. 

Parker arrived in Tas- 
mania last year in April to 
start. a two-year contract 
with Brighton-ICL. 

He is one of a group of 
players now in Tasmania 
who came here from Whitby 
Town, a club in the Northern 
League in England. The first 
was Tony Dickinson (now 
with Wollongong) and he was 
followed by Parker, Peter 
Brine, Eric Young and most 
recently, Bruce Ward. 

Parker told me: ‘‘I can re- 
member asking Tony Dickin- 
son for his autograph when 
he played for Middle- 
sbrough”. Parker has come 
a long way since then. 

He started his career as a 
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nine-year-old full-back. He 
represented Middlesbrough 
Boys at U-12, U-13, U-14, 
U-15 and U-16 levels, then 
joined Nunthorpe Athletic, 
Middlesbrough’s nursery 
side and the most succes- 
ful junior side in the area. 


He also represented the 
North Yorkshire Youth side. 
From there he progressed 
to the Nunthorpe senior side 
which played in a league that 
featured up-and-coming 


‘ stars such as Craig Johnston 


(now with Liverpool) and 
Stan Cummings (Sunder- 
land). 

Whitby Town was Park- 
er’s next club and after spen- 
ding two years with them he 
accepted an offer to come to 
Tasmania. He lives at the 
home of Brighton-ICL stal- 
wart and former star player 
George Arnott. 

He has not regretted the 
move to Tasmania and he 
thoroughly enjoys the State 
League set-up and is impres- 
sed by the hospitality of the 
people and by the slower 
pace of life in Tasmania. He 
enjoys spending time at the 
farm of Tom Ferguson, an- 
other ex-Brighton player. 

Parker learnt his skills by 
watching the star players in 
action in England and by 
practising some of the tricks 
he saw them perform, He 
also played wherever and 
whenever he could. 

“I used to live, eat and 
drink soccer. I’d play with 
tin cans, tennis balls or full- 
size balls in the streets. I 
spent hours just kicking a 
ball against a wall,”’ he says. 

Coaches helped him too. 

Dave Richardson, a 
former school teacher and 
school coach (now Aston 
Villa’s youth coach), was 
one. 

“Peter Brine and Eric 
Young at Whitby Town also 
taught me a lot,’’ says Park- 


er. 

The sight of Parker mes- 
merising defenders is some- 
thing which Tasmanian sup- 
porters have become used 
to. 

His injury is healing well 
and he hopes to be back in 
time for Brighton's match 
against Burnie. 

What about Brighton's 
championship hopes? 

“I think we've got a very 
good chance. If we can get 
over the Juventus-Pioneer 
hurdle, everything should 
rest on the final game 
against Launceston Juven- 
tus, which is a very good 
side, 

It has the big men where it 
matters.” 

Brighton and Launceston 
Juventus are running neck 
and neck at the top of the 
State League standings. 

Ian Parker is definitely 
good enough for the Philips 
League. 

It’s a pity that Tasmania 
hasn’t got a team in the com- 
petition as Parker would 
love the chance to prove 
himself in that company. 

His visa expires next 
April. If he renews it and 
gets an offer from inter- 
State, he might be able to go 
to the PSL. Anyone who has 
seen him play wouldn't have 
any doubts that he would 
make his mark.

Australian fans will 


be in for a _ dis- 
appointment if the 
rumoured tour to 


Australia by the New 
York Cosmos later 
this year takes place. 


For the fabulous 
Cosmos of recent 
years are a mere 


shadow of what they 
were. 


Cosmos ‘81 are nothing like 
Cosmos ’79 
There is no Beckenbauer, no 


Carlos Alberto, no Marinho, no , 


Neeskens. In their place is a 
team of young, relatively un- 
known players led by an aging 
Chinaglia (who still is the lead- 
ing scorer in the NASL) and 
Bogicevic, plus ‘‘average”’ 
players like Birkenmeier, Es- 
kandarian, Seninho and, when 
he is not in conflict with head 
strong coach Hennes Weiswei- 
ler, Wim Rijsbergen. 

Weisweiler has caused 
something of a storm since 
taking over the Cosmos last 
year. 

He has kicked out the stars 
and the fans’ favourite players 
and replaced them with 
“‘team’’ players. L 

Cosmos management, for 
the moment at least, is back- 
ing the coach for the Cosmos 
currently lead their group with 
18 wins and five losses. 

It is not just my opinion that 
the Cosmos are not as enter- 
taining as in "79. 

Their average home gates 
have dropped from a healthy 
“just under’’ 50,000 to around 
30,000 this season. 

New Yorkers are staying 
away in their thousands, many 
of them bitterly disappointed 
that their favoured sons, like 
Carlos Alberto and Neeskens, 
have lot their battles with 
Weisweiler. 

Carlos Alberto, the fans’ fa- 
vourite player, was sensatio- 
nally dropped from last year’s 
final when Weisweiler played 
Beckenbauer as libero. And 
when Carlos went walkabout 
for a week during the Cosmos 
pre-season training camp to 
the Rio carnival. in Brazil 
(with the management’s okay 


but without the coach’s ap- 


proval) he promptly was sold 
to the Los Angeles Aztecs. 

Neeskens, another favourite 
with the crowds, hasn’t kicked 
a ball this year despite the 
Cosmos paying him a healthy 
$250,000 per season. Weiswei- 
ler has told the Cosmos that 
it’s either him or Neeskens 
and whilst the team keeps win- 
ning management is backing 
the unliked coach. 

To fulfill his contractual ob- 
ligations Neeskens works out 
with the assistant coach daily, 
but has yet to kick a com- 
petitive ball this year. 

And he is unlikely to. 

The transfer deadline is 
over (July 5) and Weisweiler 
has refused to sit down and 
talk it all out with Neeskens, 
let alone trade him to another 
club. 

Neeskens fell out with Weis- 
weiler for missing a flight to 
Los Angeles during last sea- 
son’s play-off series. 

For the record the Cosnjos 
side I saw play at the Giants’ 
Stadium last week against the 
Tulsa Roughnecks (crowd 
33,179) was:

ished. 


The tall, dark-haired 
Coalfields product learnt his 
lesson well. In his only 
season with Stewarts and 
Lloyds, he repaid hand- 
somely the investment of 
coach Mike Trebilcock. 

He was leading ‘goalscorer 
in the competition, a key 
figure in the new club’s re- 
markable premiership vic- 
tory and had the odg brush 
with administration that 
usually afflicts a personality 
player.

Filling an important role 
is more of a wrap than all 
but the avid football follow- 
ers would know.

Footscray J.U.S.T. is up in arms over 
having another point deducted from its 
Second Division team. 


The team lost two points earlier in the season. 

In both cases, the VSF penalised the team for having used 
players who previously had been transferred to J.U.S.T.’s 
PSL team 

Under VSF rules, a player can transfer only once in a 
season — and that applies to “‘transfers’’ between teams of a 
PSL club. 

The rule has been under fire since it was introduced in 1977, 

And little wonder! 

It is at best ridiculous, at worst discriminatory. 

The argument that were it not for the rule, then PSL clubs 
would stack their Second Division teams with PSL players 
just to win a championship, does not stand up to logic. 

For the same reasoning would have to be applied to the 
relationship between other clubs and their reserve teams. 
Would a club ‘‘stack’’ its reserve team to win the reserves 
championship? 

J.U.S.T. lost the two points it had gained earlier this year 
for using JIm Milne in its victory against Melbourne. 

Now it has lost the point gained in a draw with Frankston 
Pines, for having used Paul Simic and Suleiman Curovic. 

Both players were ‘‘transferred’’ to the PSL team early 
this year and played one or two games each. They had been 
permanent this year and player done or two games each. 
They had been permanent members of the Second Division 
side, and they have been since, but because of the rule, if they 
are no longer required for the PSL side, they can’t play at all 
until the transfer season reopens. 

J.U.S.T. secretary Lou Tonovski said: ‘‘Most clubs chose 
not to complain because they agree the rule is ridiculous. 

“Frankston Pines and Melbourne, the clubs that did com- 
plain, see themselves as being in the running for the 
championship. I wonder whether they would have complained 
had they beaten us.”’ 

Tonovski explined that after having been penalised over the 
Milne affair, J.U.S.T. thought there was no objection to using 
Simic and Curovic as they had, after all, played in the same 
game as Milne and no objection had been about them at the 
time.

In- 
stinctively he swung his right 
boot at the ball which arched 
with the speed of a bullet 
beyond Dino Zoff’s despairing 
dive and just inside the left 
hand post.
